It seems probable that the final 
Conference will be unable to mect 
during this calendar year; there- 
fore, the American Government 
believes that those Powers which 
may be able to agree to further 
nava!. limitation at an earlier date 
would not be justified in con- 
sciously postponing that agree- 
ment, thereby opening the way to 
a recrudescence of competitive 
naval building. i

Inspector's Report.

Eessons, wore 
quite satisfactory.” :

Written exercises through- 
out were very neat and always care- 
fully corrected, The plan followed in 
the teaching of Geography is to be 
commended... Physical exercises are 
carried on throughout the year, and 
ure given in each class‘ at intervals 
during the day, whenever the pupils 
appear to be tired, or to require a 
breathing space.” ; : 

“The Necdlework ‘maintains: its 
usual high standard.”

He pointed out that 
Sir Miles) Lampson, the newly- 
appointed Minister to Peking had 
stopped first ‘at the South and 
opened conversations with Mr.

O'Malley ‘would be sent: to Hap- 
kow to resume the conversations. 
It was at that stage that the attack 
upon the Settlement at Hankow 
took place. .Sir Austen Chamber- 


lain claimed that a review- of the. 


incidénts as a whole was necessary 
in-order to bring out the full 
gravity of-the, menace to British 
life, and, he showed how patiently 
and earnestly we had sought 
peace, notwithstanding the singu

MR. CHEN'S REAL OBJECTION. 


_ “He proceeded to outline the 
stages in the negotiations with Mr. 
Eugene Chen and’ explained that 
the negotiations were continued 
after. January 24,.when the move- 
ment of troops,was known to Mr. 
Chen. The agreement was ready 
for signature on January 30, but 
Mr. Chen’s statement to the press 
that the Nationalists could not 
conclude’ dn agreement while 
troops were. concentrating at 
Shanghai, was’ published on 
February ist while some, days 
later, Mr. Chen objected that we 
svere consenting to negotiating on 
the same terms and the same offer 
with Peking.

THE PROPOSED AGREEMENT. 


That agreement provided for the 
Concession to bé returned to the 
British: Municipal -Couneil, ‘whe 
would formally hand it over to a 
Sino-British Municipal’ body, 
modelled on that alrendy existing: 
in the former’ German Concession. 
The new Council would be elected 
hy the ratepayers and all funds 
raised would be spent in the Munl- 
cipality. All cheques would be 
countersigned by one of the 
British Conguls and there would

accounts, and ratepayers would 
have the right to settle'the budget

’ BRITISH RIGHTS RESERVED. 


_ The government was “prepared 
to accept an agreement regarding 
the’ Concession-and to accept the 
assurance of the National Govern- 
ment that It would not counten- 
ance the use of force, but the Go- 
vernment must reserve the right 
to take necessary measures to pro- 
tect British lives.and interests 
against mob violence/or any form 
of violent-attack. At the. same 
time, the Government never con- 
‘templated the use of troops for 
any other purpose, and would Ian 
only such troops:as. were neces 
sary for the purpose of protection. 
The troops would be stationed in 
the Scttlement and not ‘be moved 
outside, except for a grave emer- 
gency. ' 


TROOPS TO CONCENTRATE AT 
HONGKONG. 


If the-Hankow agreement were 
signed, the first troops from Ins,
